So spike 
James A. Hart, to whose mind thisst>*ry 
was brought by the occurrence of sev¬ 
eral bad wreck* in the east, "We were 
traveling from one town to another—I 
won’t say where—on a road I will call 
the Alegazain. liecause I "don’t want to 
make bail friends of tiie railroad people. 
But the experience is worth telling, f. r 
I’ll never forget it if I live to l»e a thon- 
I sand years and a day old. There was 
i one big fellow in the smoker—a drum¬ 
mer who evidently was a kicker. At all 
events he did not like the Alegaz.ini 
road. ‘Why,’ said he, *it wouldn’t »ur- 
Woven prise me a bit if we were ^to go smash 
before the night is over. I never ri le

worth of accident pdicy. Oh, this Ale- 
gazuiu is a beauty.

*• Jkt the end of every horrible tale lie 
would brighten up and say: That l n't

one.’ Our cigars were smoked put as 
cigars will lie smoked out. and we re¬ 
tired for the night. The drummer's

"Now, a railroad wreck is a funny 
I thing,” continued Mr. Hart. "Every¬ 
body thinks He's the last man out and 
the last to hear the sli(K.-k. and qonse- 
is quently thinks there's no hope for him 
People don't stop to consider that m 
ninety-nine out of a hundred wrecks the 
damage is all done at once or not at all. 
And this case is a guod oxoiuplur. I 
sleep soundly but lightly when I travel, 
ami 1 am a ready waker when there is 
any’ unusual noise—that is, noise not 
caused by the travel of the train over 
the rails. This night 1 turned m 
with a smile at my drummer’s fears and 
was fast asleep in ten minutes. Th- 
rub-a-dub-dub of the wheels sung m- 
into a sound slumber, and I’m sure I 
do^'t know how long it lasted until I 
was awakened by a combination of fihi^e 
things, and pretty thoroughly awakenod 
at that. First, the train had stopped 
and there was no rattle. Then I heard 
a voice cry out in the night outside: 

" ‘For God's sake st"p that engine!’ 
"Ami then following that up alttio.-;
